Negroes they imported Annually, So it muſt naturally follow, that what more 
than theſe were delivered into the Plantations, in that time, muſt be on Account of 
the Separate Traders. 

Alſo from the Account of Negroes delivered in to Barbadoes, Jamaica, and Ante. 

230, it appears, that the Numbers imported into thoſe three Iſlands, (allowing 
= 1200 for the ſaid 7 Ships, whoſe Numbers are not included by the Governour of 
Antego in his Account) amount to 88108. And even allowing the whole Num- 
ber which the African Company ſent out, being 17760, were all deliver*d at thoſe 
three Iſlands only, yet then it appears, the Separate Traders have delivered 70 odd 
Thouſand to the Company's 17760, in about the ſame time, beſides what were de- 
livered into Virginia, Maryland, and all the other Colonies, which muſt amount toat 
/ leaft thirty or forty Thouſand more. LETT! Fe. 

It appears alſo _ the faid Account, that there were 1mported into thoſe y Colo- 
nies only 42000 and odd Negroes in the Years 1700, 1701, and 1702, whereof not 
above 4000 by the African Company, which being compared with the Company's 
Imports of Negroes into all the Plantations, when Excluſive, between 1680 and 1688, 
amounting but to 46396, or 5150 — ner An. as is to be ſeen by their own Ac- 
count, given in to the Lords Commiſſioners of Trade. It is very plain, there were 
near as many Negroes deliver'd into thoſe 3 Plantations in 3 Years, fince the Trade 
was open'd, as were deliver'd in 9 Years by the Company into all the Plantations, 
when Excluſive to all others. | ie | 

Itfarther appears from the aid Account,, that there were more Negroes deliver'd 
into thoſe 3 Plantations in one Year by Separate Traders, between April 1701, and 

| April 1702. being 18602, than the Company deliver'd in the nine Years and half 

ſince 2 being 17760, becauſe the Total of Negroes, imported both by the 
Company and Separate Traders in that Year, amounted to 20113, out of which, 
deducting even the full Number deliver'd by them into all the Plantations that ſame 
Year, being 1511, the Remainder is above 18602. 
Again, It muſt be'obſervetl, that the Import of Negroes in that Year for thoſe 3 
Colonies only, are within 2000 and odd of as many as the Company deliver'd in 4 
Tears, when Excluſive (even in time of Peace) into all the Plantations. 
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
